this villainy will ultimately prevall; but its

President Lioeoln m zed thiy faot,
snd in bis appointments, for the army
and the oivil gervies, he appealed for support
no less to mational Democorats than to Repab-
licams, Thus a system of corruption which
had iasted for thirty years was complsisly
broken up. It fs trie that some Democratio
Gieaerals, like MoClullan and MeClernand, ware
superseded in the courds of the war, bat they
certatoly recelved prominent positions and
were allowed a fair trial.

And when Livgoln's adminiztration had
nearly run its course and the Repuablican Con-
vention met in 1864 1o nomioate eandidates for
avotber term, what courds was purausd ! Lin-
voln was nominated for President; nobody slas
would hiave been accepted by the people, for
it was fult that he waa the nation's choloe and
hope. But in the nomination for Vies. Presi-
dent, an jmportant (but by no means neces-
gary) conoestion was made to National Damo-
aruts by the oholes of Andrew Johnson. Johu-
gon was elected with Lincoln, and soon, by
acoident, he became President, aud hers began
& complicated series of difficulties, From its
very liberality the Republican party was
placed in an exceedingly embarrassing position,
Bearcely had the Thirty-ninth Congress (elected
with Lincoln and Johnson), assembled in its
firet session before it was compslled to join
ispues with this accidental President. In its
work of reconstruction, this Congress had to
oppose a deflant Boath, a recreant President,
and that party in the North which had aym-
pathized with the Rebellion. No previons
Copgreds had ever been placed in so unfortn-

Its moderate mensures for & reatoration of the
country — ivcorporated in  the Fourteenth
Amendment—were refused by the party most
immediately interested—the Sonthern Htates,
Then by an absolute necessity, military gov-
erpments and negro sullrage wera resorted to
a5 the only meaus of extrication from a dilli-
culty which threatened the pesce of the nation,

With what impudence then does the Demo-

oratic party make the charge against Congrass
that it adopted its final plan of Reconstruotion
from partisan wotives ! Sappose the Repub-
lican party o puogesd in its soheme of South-
ern restoration, how is it to gain aoything for
itgell as n purty !

Threats of Southern

; But it must be confesged that the men now
disfranchised do not offér many templations to
the present volers to be liberal. Kverywheras
they deal only in threats; they declare opsnly
that if they regain the vots, they will use their
politieal power first and foremost to disfran-
clise men who now possess votes. Under the
cironmstance#, the men who now possess the
political power in those States cannot be
blamed, if they hesilate before repealing the
disabilities of those who thus threaten them.

It iz & pity that the Southern Demooratio
leaders have not a little more common sense.
They are now what & Western man would call
“the under dog;'' they desire to regain the
political citizenship which they flung away
gome years ago. Dut they make their wishes
known only by threats against the men who
now vote. ﬂ ot only do the Democratio leaders
confess that if they can gel the power they
will disfranchize the greater of the Repab-
lican voters, but they aven go further. Wade
Hampton, in South Carolina, says:—

“Those who are not for us are agalnst ns, and
if they casl their destiny with the radiosls, Lo
them and noi to us must they look for support,
Ofconrse. all present contraets should beﬁepl.
1u good falth, but let us pot employ lo the
future any one, white or biack, who gives his
uid to the Republican purlty, 1i we purane this
poliey firmwly. it we devole ourselves Lo the
great work before us, with earnestncss, we can
carry South Usroling for Seymoar and Bislr."

This is the way he nrges the employers, the
capitalists of the State, to coerce the working
men, and force them to vote against their own
interests, on penalty of starving their fami-
livs. The Mobile Zribune, & Democratio organ,
SHYR:—

"Y\'\'e must break up the loyal leagues, and to
do thek iU 15 woly nocessary Lhal Lhe LBegroes
should be propetly tustocled.  Polntout o the
Degrows Lhe way they sh uio go. Tell them that
the esrpecbageers lo the Loglsistore wre the
verlest seum thrown up by the bolllog canldron
of tho we revolnilopar war; that they aré w
KuLg of pollticul vR.avono s on e prowl for
plonder, snd they whil surety ald yon in driving
Lo uvnprineiplea wrelches [com Lhe State."

This kind of lavguage is heard all over the
Southern Btates; and thuse are the persunsive
means employed by Bonthern Demooratio lead-
era 1o prove to the present volers the perfect
eafety and advisability of removing all restrio-
tiong and penalties for rebellion.

The Radicals and the People—Prospeets
for the Presidency,

Oregon i normally & Republican State, but
this year it haa gone ocompletely over to the
Democrats. In the previous election it had
about its usnal Republican majority, giving
that decision on‘political fssues tha: is natural
with & populstion supplied  in a great degree
from regions having the most aclive sympathy
with the radical spirit; yet this year it glves
su unmistakably definite majority to the
other side.

itate has taken place since the naming of the
Presidential candidates on both sides, and Ken-
tucky not only goes for the Democrats—we
ehould expeot that—but it goes their way by
snch an overwbalming majority as indieates
that other polivcal opinions have hardly foroe
8n0ugk there 10 kqop themsolves alive. Hare,
theén, are two States that have gous to the

perceive the drift of Presidential movementa,
(me 18 an old m‘.‘ not, howaver, the
wost fercely D of the slave States,
even inthe old times, a State that did wor
pominally go with the South in the war bat
hind 118 sympathies that way, yet was thought
to ba safely enough organized to do better for
the Republicans than in previoas years, The
other 8 & free Northern State, peopled by
that gort of community thatoar politiesl hia-
tory shows Is always the readieat to be ag-
gressive, to take the side of any party that
oalls itself the party of progress, sud that is
natnrally mnch less snsceptible of conswrva
tive inflnences than older communitiva.

Frowm these facts of the sitnation iv is ewvi-
dent that the popular impuiss against the
radicals, which began two years ago, asd
seemed to culminate in the fifey thousand
majority agaivst that party in the Ewmpire
State, has yet lost none of its womentom,. It
was deeper than most men thought. It had
fast hold opon the ultimate convictions of
enoh man, aud thuos beoams the positive par-
pose of the mass, and it is doubtfal if there is
any power to stop its progress. The nominas
tiena have had no effect upon it. The sud-
den recognition of the radicals that they had
gone too far in their assanlts on everythiog
dear to the peopls, and their consequent
halt, came too Iate. The promise of
Lonest government that they make in
pregenting the name of Grant, the assarance
that their future views of pational neces-
sities shall be taken from the standpoint of the
commander who saved the country—all this is
quite unheeded. BSo is the threat from the
other side, given with the name of Ssymour,
that everything shall be constraed in favor of
the men who endeavored to break the govern-
ment to piecea. Popular will goes forward
blfud to all, conscions only of its stored up
determinstion. Individuals are nothing. There
i# no charm in apy name. The contest of
great principles must be oarried to its flaal
result. Buch is the popular temper. Oaly
the deepest senge of the outrages against the
vounntry and its laws, as well as againat
humanity Ermtiued by the radical leadlers
vounld have brought the peopls to this mood
aud wronght the conviction that no other dan-
ger ig so great as for that party to continue in
power. Perhaps, also, there is another thonght
dctive in the case. There is a widespread
uneasivess noder the burden of taxation in-
volved by the debt; and thongh both parties
tend towards repudiation, the psople will have
Wieir rever ge on the men who wads the debt,
aud who therefors put the country in position
to require repudiation. Revolutions always
repudiate the debis of oivil war. Bneh repu-
diation is the busis of comprowise, for neither
one gide nor the other will consent to repay
money borrowed to put it down. Repudiation
is, then, very likely the ultimate Lonrne of
this impulse againg' the Republicans, and we
shall yot see & Congresa elected striotly to re-
pudiate the debt, lo the meantime the same
impulse must sot consistent'y in ewesping Re-
publicanizgm frow power at all intermediate
polut g, ot which the Presldency is a very im-
portant ope.

It seems cousistent with all the facts, there-
fore, that the reaction against the radical
legizlation and recopstroction shall go on as it
began, sweeping State after State, and fiuslly
sweepiog the nstion and giving us another
President like Pilerce—only instead of poor
Pierce it will be silly Seymonr. Regarding
the characters of the two candidates, it readily
ocenrs that the parties have respectively got
the wrong men. Seymonr i3 the creature who
should be in the hands of the radicals —a piti-
ful tool to be nsed as Pierce was nsed by the

Sonthern radicals, into whose hands he fell—
and Grant ehould stand at the head of the

advancing Democracy, to wreak its relentless
will against radical power. But taking
the men a8 they are and the situa-
tion as it is, we can only hope that to which-
ever side victory inclines it will give no doubt-
ful volce. Let the decision be positive—one

. #ide or the other—for therein is our only

safety, From an election that either one gide
or the other can by any ingenunity dispute we
will have & civil war. Some of the Bouthern
States are preparing this possibility in making
laws to take the vote for President from De-
mocratic communities and give it to radical
Legislatures. Should the Th!publjuan candi-
date be elected only in virtue of these ma-
nonvres it will take another war to put down
the protest against him. BShould the election
turn on any one of many such contingencies
peace will be farther away than ever, and,
therefore, it is to be hoped the Northern
peluplu themeelves will make the decision ab-
solate,

The glaring inignity of the method chosen

Because
radioalism shall have been driven to its last
hope and hole, therefore one branch of Con-
grees, not radical shall no longer ‘‘carry ount
the wishes of its constituents,” and an inte-
frﬂ branch of the Government shall bs power-
e88, “‘the servant of the Senste,”’ uuless hoth
Lall unite in initiating revolution ! This, too,
from the same Zribune that shouts from year
to year for larger popular rights, and profesees
to be pensitively jealons of the encroschuments
of all forms of power.

It becomes us, then, to look oarsfully into
the oharacter and composition of the Benate
which the radical leaders thus propose to set
up &8 the Government. [In the first place, it is
no striet representative of tbe peopls, and
never was, It stands only for the integral
Btates which together make up the Union.
It is the aymbol of State rights and Btate in-
tegrity.

Now it is bad enongh, in the name of jus-
tice and equal government, that a handinl of
men, without a substantial constitnency,
thould possess such a monstrously dispropor-
tionate share of ‘powor in comparizon with the
game number of Senators who repressnt nins
of our largest and most populons Northern
States, Thia gross inequality in the Seuate
merita the peversst reprehsnsion of all truly
republican statesmen. Bat when we ocome to
oousider that this same handfal, holding so
large a share of power are boasted of by the
Tribure and its radioal followera as in great
part the Government itself, which may defy
the people’s rapresentatives in the House and
the people’s eleoted Magistrate fn the Execn-
tive chair—we realize with much greater force
to what & depth of degradation radicalism is
gtriving to sink our republican system, and to
what abject sluerf it would rednce the intel-
ligent and still independent popular will.

Nothing very favorable can be sald of the
efficacy of & death-bed repentance; but the
vopgvience which is aroused by the terrors of
such a gituation nevertheless takes a juster
view of the misdeeds of the departing sinner
than he ever mknowledﬁ:d in the vigor of
health and hope. The Republican party is
in that distressing situation, and is trying the
effeots of a too tardy repentance of thiogs
which it committed without compunotion
whien it thought it had a strong hold upon
life.

If
the reasom was good, the disabilities shonld
have been continued until there was evidence
of a better etate of mind. But the radical
organs daily declare that the Rebel leaders are
growing constantly worse and worse—that
their attitude is bolder, is more reckless, con-
tumacious, and deflant, at the present time
than it has been before since the close of the
war. And yet this is the time gelected for the
removal of the disabilities so often declared
to be an iodispenssble precaution against
Rebel influence! If the carrent radical so-
counts of the Southern temper are oorrect, this
precaution was never 80 necessary as at this
moment. Either disfranchisement and dis-
abilities were pever mnecessary, or it is abaurd
to remove them now—that is, if there be any
truth jn the radical representations of the pre-
sent condition of the Southern mind. Their
endden removal, g0 soon after they were im-
posed, is an extorted confession that one of the
mwain pillars of the radical policy was rotten
from the beginning.

The Tribune's encominms on the liberality
of the Alabama Leglelature are preposterons.
The carpet-bag Legislatures are mere pnppets
of the Northern radicals. The disabilities
are removed becanse the Republican leaders
have become frightened, They dare not
encounter the judgment of the peopls upon
their policy in all its hideous deformity,
The pretended removal of ralltrintlons is a
plece of ingulting hypecriay. It is managed
in such & way that the enfranohised whites
shall take no part in the Presidential eleotion.
The same Legislatore has passed an aot pro-
viding that the Presidential electors shall bs
chosen by iteelf, and not by a popualar vots.
By this_d!sgrwal’ul swindle the State iz made
sure for Grant snd Colfax. Instead of enfran-
chising the Rsbel leaders, that infamous
Legialature bas disfranchised the whole body
of citizens, By giving the choloe of Presiden-
tial eleotors to the Legislature, the pretended
boon is converted into & mockery. The only

raoctical effect it I8 expeoted or intended to
ave i to reconcile the Northern peopls to the
oarpet-bag governments by a false and deceit-
ful appearence of liberality.

If the disabilities were to be so moon re-
moved, why were they ever imposed ! Dot a
few months have ;:;‘)ud sinoe the State Con-
stitution was formed, and nothing has sinoe
ocourred within the Btate which has essentially
chapged the postnre of affairs, or can justify
a new policy. Bitherthe Legislatare {s wrong
or the constitutional comvention was wrong,
A party stultifies itself, It makes ‘isell ridi-
onlons, by such & sudden and ocomplste
abandopment of a polioy which it so lately
sud so deliberatively adopted. But, afterall,
it waintaius one kind of conslatency; It is vou-
sistently trickish avd perfidions; It ocon-

It 13 bat
a fow days since the Zribune tried to shift the
jesue from the Reconstruotion acts to the new
Constitutional Amendment. There i3 now
a further advance in the same direction—a
confession that one of the leading lfeatares of
the amendment itsell ia wrong aud impolitie.
What rendered that Amendment particnlarly
odious and caused 118 unhesitating rejeotion by
the South, when it was first presented, was its
disfranchisement of the Hounthern lsaders,
To abandon it mow, ia to confess that it
ought never to have been adopted. The Re-
publican party Er»tuudﬂ to take the back
track, because it has been overtaken by alarm
und terror at the rapidly growiog strength of
the Demooratic candidates. It is a death-bed
repentance—as sincere as repentance in fall
view of the grave commonly is, but of a kind
that wounld be itsell as suddenly rapented of,
if the terrified siopers should regain their
hopes of life.
